Meanwhile in New York, j^hilip 
<W. Lennon, president of LenrTep 
& Mitche ll^ advertising agent of 
the" Jbrgens Co., Winchell’s spon- 
sors, last nignt , invited Dies to 
follow Winchell on a Blue Network 
broadcast March 19 or 26. Dies was 
reported last night • to have ac- 
cepted the latter date. 

The invitation was in response 
to a request by Dies that he be 
given the same radio audience to 
answer Winchell. 

At a later dace, Andrew Jergens 
is expected to be called before the 
committee. 

In a recent speech on the House 
floor, Hoffman demanded that* a 
congressional committee find out 
“whether Winchell has any hold 
upon him ( Jergens* which prevents 
him from taking steps to curb the 
spokesman, his employe, in the 
face of mounting public indigna- 
tion.” 


Dies did not indicate yesterday 
whether or not Winchell himself 
would be summoned before the 
committee. 

At Miami Beach, Winchell de- 
manded to be called. 

“I have repeatedly asked to be 
called before the committee or any 
congressional group, to tell them 
things I am not permitted to say 
on the radio or in the newspapers.' 
“They don’t want me.”
